Housing  remains  the  most  important  environmental  factor  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Council.  This  cannot  be  solved  simply  by  the  demolition  of  slum  properties 
but  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  meet  the  housing  requirements  of  an  aging  population. 
In  the  next  fifteen  years  the  number  of  persons  living  in  the  Borough  aged  75 
and  over  will  increase  to  approximately  700»

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948 


Section  47,  Renoval^  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention  to 
suitable  premises. 


This  Act  makes  provision  for  compulsory  removal  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  from  their  own  home  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  accommodation. 
Such  persons  have  to  be  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are 
unable  to  devote  to  themselves, or  receive  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Several  old  persons  living  in  the  district  were  brought  to  my  attention 
and  therefore  visited.  Although  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  are 
often  appalling  one  is  reluctant  to  take  action  knowing  that  the  result  nay 
cause  the  early  death  of  an  old  person  unable  to  adjust  to  the  change 
from  their  own  hone  to  unfamiliar  surroundings.  The  main  criteria  for  taking 
action  should  be  that  there  is  a danger  to  other  people. 

Action  under  this  Act  was  taken  in  respect  of  one  case  in  the  Borough. 

An  elderly  lady  who  was  living  on  her  own  had  refused  all  offers  of  help.  At 
the  tine  she  was  visited  she  was  ill,  confused  and  virtually  unable  to  get 
in  and  out  of  bed.  There  was  a considerable  fire  hazard  from  olothes  which 
had  been  placed  to  dry  over  the  gas  stove  and  an  electric  fire.

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Housing  Waiting  List. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 77  families  on  the  waiting  list 
for  housing  accommodation. 

The  waiting  list  is  not  a complete  guide  to  need  particularly  where  the 
elderly  are  concerned.  There  are  more  than  a hundred  old  persons  living  in 
slum  properties  some  of  whom  have  not  made  application  for  re-housing.  Anyone 
living  in  an  unfit  house  will  he  adversely  affeoted  and  in  the  case  of  the 
elderly,  this  gives  rise  to  a serious  problem.  At  least  half  of  the  old 
people  living  in  such  houses  are  suffering  from  a physical  disability  which 
is  made  worse  by  their  living  conditions. 

Impro vement  Areas^ 

If  a local  authority  are  satisfied  that  any  area  in  their  district  contains 
dwellings  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  it  may  be  declared 
an  improvement  area  under  the  Housing  Act  19 Action  can  then  be  taken  to 
enforce  the  provision  of  a bath,  washhand-basin,  sink,  hot  and  cold  water  supply 
and  water  oloset  as  necessary. 

Two  terraces  of  houses  were  surveyed  with  a view  to  declaration  of  an 
improvement  area  but  were  found  to  be  unsuitable.

In  general  the  worst  conditions  are  found  in  old  established  professional 
offices,  and  in  sone  of  the  larger  local  retail  shops,  but  there  are,  of  course, 
exceptions  to  this.

Phase  4 is  virtually  conpleted,  and  the  two  boosters  at  Whitchurch  Canonicorum 
are  under  construction  and  will  be  finished  early  in  1 966  and  this  will 
complete  Phase  3*  Phase  6 has  been  started  which  will  result  in  the  West 
Dorset  Water  Board  supplying  the  Chide ock  area  where  contamination  of  the 
present  water  supply  caused  some  concern  last  year.

Fluo ridation  of  7a ter  Undertakings  ^ 

A circular  from  the  L'inistry  of  Health  expressed  the  Minister's  hope 
that  local  health  authorities  would  take  steps  to  add  fluoride  to  public 
water  supplies  where  these  are  naturally  deficient.  The  responsibility 
for  fluoridation  rests  with  the  County  Council.  The  Borough  Council 
reaffirmed  their  support  for  fluoridation  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Seme  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  practicability  of  fluoridation 
in  West  Dorset.  It  is  not  easy  to  add  chemicals  to  water  when  the  flow  is 
small  and  subject  to  fluctuation,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of  a dry 
feeder  would  be  impracticable,  mainly  because  an  increase  in  staff  would 
be  necessary  for  maintaining  the  equipment.  However  the  use  of  fluoride 
in  solution  with  automatic  equipment  has  alraedy  been  demonstrated  in 
rural,  areas  to  be  practical  and  economic. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  R.  Chapman,  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  West  Dorset 
Water  Board,  for  his  co-operation  and  advice  on  this  section  of  the  report. 


DRAINAGE  AMD  SK1ERAGE. 

Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  . 

Early  in  1965  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme.  The 
need  was  accepted  for  a new  sea  outfall  at  Bridport  which  would  deal  with 
discharges  from  the  schemes  in  the  Asker  Val.lgy  and  Synondsbury. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  submarine  outfall  xoipe  was  out  for  tender.  The 
details  of  the  head  works  and  pressure  pipe  were  being  completed  by  the 
Consulting  Engineer  and  were  nearly  ready  for  submission  t*  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.  This  scheme  was  not  affected  by  the  restrictions 
on  capital  expenditure  and  there  is  every  hope  that  work  will  be  completed 
in  1967. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION . 

During  the  year  arrangements  rare  made  to  purchase  apparatus  for  the 
measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  with  a grant  from  the  County  Council, 
and  this  will  cone  into  operation  in  1966.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.^ 


Three  men  are  employed  full-time  and  three  men  part-time  in 
refuse  collection.  One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  used  full-time  and 
one  part-time.  The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhampton  where 
a man  is  fully  employed.  Collections  are  made  on  weekdays  from  central 
business  premises.  Various  hotels  in  the  harbour  area  receive  two 
collections  a week  and  domestic  premises  one  collection  per  week.  Approximately 
950  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  approximately  2,910  dustbins.  All 
tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site  which  is  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District. 

otreet  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  three  full-time  and  one 
part-time  sweepers  vith  street  orderly  carts  and  a total  of  six  miles 
was  swept  daily,  one  mile  three  tines  weekly,  two  miles  twice  weekly  and 
three  miles  once  weekly. 

CAPPING  SITES. 

Apart  from  a few  sites  vith  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main  site 
is  at  ’.Test  Bay  and  owned  by  the  Council  who  employ  a full-time  Supervisor 
and  three  men  during  the  camping  season,  which  lasts  from  1st.  April  - 
30th.  September.  Eater  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  are 
concrete  tanks  for  the  reception  of  foul  water  and  which  are  emptied 
regularly  by  a tank  emptier.  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered 
metal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp  field  is  made  during  August 
and  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  after  30th.  September.  The  hall  erected 
by  the  Council  on  the  site  is  much  appreciated  by  the  campers  as  are  also 
the  three  permanent  shops.
